Oaks  participate  in 
announcement  of  fund  drive  for  new  campus  building. 


A  fund-raising  program  to  finance  construction  of  a 
building  for  the  Graduate  School  of  Management  and  the 
College  of  Business  was  announced  Monday. 

The  announcement  was  made  by  President  N.  Eldon 
Tanner,  first  counselor  in  the  First  Presidency,  at  a  noon 
luncheon  at  the  Church  Office  Building  in  Salt  Lake  City. 

Pres.  Dallin  H.  Oaks,  Who  conducted  the  luncheon 
proceedings,  explained  that  the  .funds  would  be  used  for 
construction  of  the  new  facility  as  well  as  development  of 
the  academic  program. 

He  also  said  the  timetable  for  construction  of  the  building 
would  be  determined  by  the  rate  and  volume  of 
contributions. 

The  exact  site  for  the  building  has  not  yet  been 
determined,  although  several  locations  near  the  center  of 
campus  are  being  considered,  according  to  Pres.  Oaks. 

Members  of  the  university’s  board  of  trustees, 
administrators,  faculty  members,  businessmen,  civic  leaders 
and  friends  of  the  university  attended  the  luncheon. 

Pres.  Oaks  also  said  that  the  new  building  would  free  the 
Jesse  Knight  Building  for  use  by  other  colleges  and 
departments. 

Dr.  Merrill  J.  Bateman,  dean  of  the  Graduate  School  of 
Management  and  the  College  of  Business,  said  the  school  and 
the  college  will  cooperate  with  the  Development  Office  in 
seeking  financial  support  from  individuals,  business 
organizations,  and  other  institutions. 

The  Development  Office  is  a  churchwide  fund-raising 


organization  with  headquarters  at  BYU. 

The  70-member  National  Advisory  Council  to  the  College 
of  Business  already  is  committed  to  raise  a  substantial 
portion  of  the  funds,  according  to  Dr.  Bateman. 

He  also  said  that  the  acquisition .  of  funds  for  the  new 
building  is  part  of  a  five-point  improvement  program  now 
under  way  in  his  area.  Additional  millions  will  be  allocated 
for  more  student  scholarships,  fellowships,  and  loan  funds 
for  business  students;  endowed  chairs  to  be  occupied  by 
nationally  distinguished  professors;  reference  materials,  data 
banks,  information  sources,  and  support  resources;  and  more 
faculty  research  and  professional  support. 

Elder  Gordon  B.  Hinckley',  of  the  Council  of  the  Twelve 
explained  when  management  skills  are  coupled  with 
integrity,  progress  is  the  result. 

He  said  that  is  what  the  school  at  BYU  is  all  about. 

Dr.  Bateman  also  spoke  at  the  luncheon  and  said  there  is 
no  reason  why  the  graduates  from  BYU  cannot  compete  in 
every  way  with  the  best  students  from  other  institutions. 

He  said  there  is  just  as  great  a  need  to  provide  government 
with  people  who  understand  the  workings  of  the  free 
enterprise  system  as  it  is  to  supply  the  private  sector  with 
qualified  people. 

The  BYU  Graduate  School  of  Management  offers  four 
graduate-degree  programs:  master  of  business  administration, 
master  of  public  administration,  master  of  accountancy,  and 
master  of  organizational  behavior.  At  full  strength  the  school 
will  graduate  more  than  250  students  annually. 


New  tremors  hit  Italy:  planners 

to  discuss 

no  casualties  reported  ski  zones 


UDINE,  Italy  (AP)  -  New  earth  tremors 
jolted  northeast  Italy  early  Monday,  adding 
to  the  damages  in  Thursday’s  earthquake,  but 
no  new  casualties  have  been  reported. 

Friday,  the  LDS  Church  reported  in  a  news 
release  that  all  members  and  missionaries 
were  found  safe  in  all  three  Italian  missions. 
John  A.  Grincieri,  president  of  the  Italy 
Padova  Mission,  reported  that  all  missionaries 
are  accounted  for,  the  Rick’s  Vahala  Dancers 
are  fine  and  po  meeting  houses  were  hit  by 
the  earthquake. 

The  press  and  some  survivors  said  that  the 
government’s  rescue  efforts  had  been 
inadequate  and  badly  organized. 

The  national  police  in  Rome  listed  the 
death  toll  at  815,  but  employes  in  the  office 
coordinating  rescue  work  here  said  914 
bodies  had  been  recovered  and  400  persons 
were  missing.  About  50  aftershocks  have  hit 
the  area  since  Thursday. 

An  overnight  rainstorm  turned  the  crowded 
tent  cities  into  lakes  of  mud.  Officials  said 
that  some  25,000  people  fleeing  collapsed  or 
threatened  homes  were  now  living  in  tents. 

In  Gemona,  one  of  the  towns  hardest  hit 
by  the  quake,  survivors  pulled  wooden  planks 
from  the  remains  of  houses  to  make  paths 
through  the  mud. 

Officials  reported  heavy  damage  to  the 
National  Archeological  Museum  in  Cividale 


del  Friuli,  an  ancient  Roman  city  10  miles 
from  this  provincial  capital,  as  well  as  to 
churches  and  other  old  buildings.  The 
officials  said  the  museum’s  Roman  remains 
and  medieval  art  treasures  would  be 
transferred  to  a  safer  place. 

The  damages  in  Cividale  added  to  the 
lengthening  list  of  art  works  and  historic 
monuments  ravaged  by  the  earthquake. 

Art  experts  urged  rescue  workers  not  to 
disturb  the  rubble  of  ancient  churches  and 
thus  jeopardize  their  eventual  restoration. 

Virtually  all  the  ancient  castles  and  towers 
in  the  area  were  reported  damaged  or 
destroyed,  including  the  famed  castles  of 
Gemona  and  Colloredo.  The  towers  of  several 
medieval  churches  collapsed. 

The  complaints  from  survivors  centered  on 
the  unsanitary  conditions,  lack  of 
organization  and  absence  of  hot  food  in  tent 
camps  set  up  by  the  Interior  Ministry. 
Conditions  appeared  to  be  better  in  camps 
organized  by  the  military. 

Dr.  Salvo  Catania,  a  physician  serving  a  tent 
camp  in  Gemona,  said : 

“There  was  no  organization  at  all  when  I 
arrived.  There  were  no  drugs,  no  squads 
searching  for  survivors  and  injured  for  24 
hours.  We  had  to  light  fires  in  the  middle  of 
fields  to  sew  them  up.”

Report  cites  FBI 
break-ins,  bugging

WASHINGTON-The  FBI 
has  conducted  hundreds  of 
break-ins,  “despite  the 
questionable  legality  of  the 
technique  and  its  deep 
intrusion  into  the  privacy  of 
targeted  individuals,”  a 
Senate  intelligence  committee 
staff  report  says. 

The  break-ins,  officially 
known  as  “surreptitious 
entries,”  were  conducted  for 
the  purpose  of  photographing 
or  seizing  documents  and 
installing  bugs,  according  to 
the  report  released  Monday. 

The  report  is  one  of  a  series 
prepared  by  the.  intelligence 
panel’s  staff  to  back  up 
recommendations  in  the 
committee’s  final  report. 

The  Justice  Department 


still  permits  the  bureau  to 
conduct  break-ins  to  install 
bugs  and  refuses  to  rule  out 
the  possibility  of  using 
unauthorized  entries  or 
“black  bag”  jobs  to  obtain 
documents  from  foreign 
intelligence  targets,  the

Richard  North,  a 
stockholder  in  Wilderness 
Associates  from  Sandy,  Utah 
said  “We  have  three  main 
goals  in  mind  with  Four 
Seasons:  to  maintain  high 
environmental  quality, 
provide  a  family-oriented 
resort  and  strengthen  the 
financial  base  of  Provo 
without  compromising  its 
heritage.” 

More  information  needed 

Elaine  Hartley,  a  resident 
of  Provo  who  spoke  in  the 
evening  hearing,  expressed 
concern  over  Wilderness 
Associates. 

“They  say  they  are  men 
who  make  things  happen,” 
she  said,  “but  for  whom? 
Why  won’t  they  publish  a  list 
of  stockholders  to  let  the 
people  see  who  is  going  to 
profit?” 

‘‘Let’s  get  on  the 
bandwagon  and  do  it,” 
commented  Jay  Washburn, 
Provo. 

Curt  Henrichsen,  a  resident 
of  Provo,  said  “ninety-five 
per  cent  of  Utah  valley 
residents  have  no  idea  of  the 


scope  and  details  of  this 
project.” 

Paul  Cox,  a  BYU  student, 
pointed  out  several  areas 
where  he  felt  the 
environmental  statement  does 
not  provide  adequate 
information. 

The  statement  does  not 
adequately  treat  potential 
flooding  out  of  Rock 
Canyon,  he  said.  It  also 
ignores  sociological  impacts 
on  the  BYU  community  such 
as  Sunday  working, 
disruption  of  campus 
activities  and  higher  living 
costs  for  students,  said  Cox. 

The  statement  fails  to 
adequately  discuss  the 
ecological  impact  .of 
constructing  a  750,000  gallon 
water  reservoir  on  the 
mountain  and  the  sufficiency 
of  existing  water  supplies, 
said  Cox. 

Finally,  there  is  the 
financial  impact.  “What  if 
Wilderness  goes  broke?” 
asked  Cox. 

Several  citizens,  suggested 
that  the  question  of  whether 
or  not  to  build  the  resort  be 
placed  on  a  ballot. 

“It  should  be  decided  by 
the  people  rather  than  by  the 
City  Commission  and  a 
mayor  who  is  very  much  in 
favor  of  it-to  the  point  of 
losing  his  objectivity,”  said 
Lynn  Wilcox,  Provo.  “We’d 
be  selling  our  birthright  for  a 
mess  of  pottage.” 

Representing  the  Provo 
Chamber  of  Commerce, 
Gordon  Bullock  said  his 
group  is  “enthusiastically 
supportive  of  full  utilization 
of  base  site  and  Forest 
Service  property.” 

Representing  the  Utah 
County  board  of  the  League

of  Women  Voters,  Margaret 
Firmage  read  a  letter 
opposing  the  project  based  on 
the  damage  the  development 
would  do  to  the  watershed. 

“We  recognize  that  land  is 
a  finite  resource,  not  a 
commodity,”  she  said. 

Odell  Jolander,  a  retired 
Forest  Service  employe  and 


BYU  professor  emeritus  of 
botany  and  range  science, 
said  the  watershed  has 
number  one  priority  on 
multiple-use  land. 

“The  impact  statement  was 
prepared  with  very  little 
vegetative  data.  I  see  many 
dangers  to  the  watershed. 
Soils  listed  as  critical  cover 


the  proposed  Four  Seasons 
areas.  I  don’t  see  how  they 
can  do  it  without  disturbing 
the  watershed,”  he  said. 

“To  maintain  a  critical 
watershed,  Forest  Service 
policy  is  to  terrace  and 
reseed.  You  can’t  terrace  a  ski 
slope,”  he  said.

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Nebraska  vote  key  test 


for  both  Ford,  Church 


OMAHA,  Nebraska-  (AP)  -  President 
Ford  attempts  to  stop  the  momentum 
of  Ronald  Reagan’s  Republican 
presidential  drive  and  build  some 
momentum  of  his  own  today  as 
Nebraska  becomes  this  week’s  principal 
political  battleground. 

Also  scheduled  are  a  Democratic 
contest  in  Nebraska,  with  Sen.  Frank 
Church  of  Idaho,  in  his  primary  debut, 
the  latest  candidate  to  try  to  stop 
Jimmy  Carter;  other  primaries  are  in 
West  Virginia,  and  a  party-run 
Democratic  primary  in  Connecticut  that 
is  the  first  step  in  the  selection  of  that 
state’s  51  delegates. 


But  most  of  the  attention  is  on 
Nebraska,  which  has  only  25  delegates 
but  which  has  become  a  test  of  Ford’s 
ability  to  bounce  back  from  four 
straight  setbacks  -  a  crushing  defeat  by 
Reagan  in  Texas  and  losses  last  Tuesday 
in  Indiana,  Alabama  and  Georgia. 

The  President,  only  two  weeks  ago  a 
solid  leader  in  the  race  for  the 
Republican  presidential  nomination, 
now  trails  Reagan  in  the  delegate  count 
and  looks  to  the  Nebraska  presidential 
primary  to  provide  a  psychological 
boost  going  into  next  week’s  contests 
inMichigan  and  Maryland. 


There  are  11  candidates  on  the 
Democratic  ballot  in  Nebraska,  where 
the  secretary  of  state  can  list  anyone 
thought  to  be  a  serious  candidate.  But 
the  contest  for  the  23  delegates  is  really 
between  Carter  and  Church,  who 
entered  the  race  late  and  made  Nebraska 
the  site  of  his  first  major  effort. 

That  effort  has  made  the  Idaho 
senator  the  focus  here  for  the 
Stop-Carter  movement.  Church,  who 
hopes  to  pick  up  delegates  throughout 
the  West,  had  headquarters  in  seven 
Nebraska  cities  and  staff  members 
estimated  he  spent  $125,000  in  the 
state.

ANKARA,  Turkey  Rejection  by  the  U.S.  Congress  of 
the  new  billion-dollar  defense  agreement  between  Turkey 
and  the  U.S.  could  mean  the  end  of  Turkish  military 
cooperation  with  the  U.S.,  Premier  Suleyman  Demirel  said 
Sunday. 

The  Ford  administration  agreed  in  March  to  give  Turkey 
$1  billion  in  military  aid  over  four  years  in  return  for  the 
reopening  of  26  U.S.  bases  in  Turkey. 

James  Earl  Ray's  appeal  denied 

CINCINNATI  -  James  Earl  Ray’s  appeal  from  his  plea  of 
guilty  in  the  shooting  death  of  civil  rights  leader  Dr.  Martin 
Luther  King  Jr.,  was  denied  Monday  by  the  6th  U.S.  Circuit 
Court  of  Appeals.  The  decision  was  unanimous.

“Although  several 
attorneys  general  were  aware 
of  the  FBI  practice  of 
break-ins  to  install  electronic 
listening  devices,  there,  is  no 
indication  that  the  EBl 
informed  any  attorney 
general  about  its  use  of  black 

bag  jobs,”  the  report  said. 

An  FBI  memo  cited  in  the 
report  stated  that  “we  do  not 
obtain  authorization  for 
black  bag  jobs  from  outside 
the  bureau.  Such  a  technique 
involves  trespassing  and  is 
clearly  illegal.”  . 

The  FBI  was  unable  to 
provide  the  committee  with  a 
complete  accounting  of  the 
total  number  of  break-ins 
because  most  records  were 
destroyed  soon  after  an  entry 
was  accomplished,  the  report 
said. 

Figures  provided  by  the 
FBI  showed  there  were  at 
least  242  break-ins  against 
suspected  domestic 
subversives  between  1942  and 
1968  and  that  since  1960  the 
FBI  conducted  more  than 
500  break-ins  to  install  bugs. 

“Almost  as  many 
surreptitious  entries  were 
conducted  in  the  same  period 
against  targets  of  criminal 
investigations,”  the  report 

The  report  named  the  Kim 
Klux  Klan  and  the  Socialist 
Workers  party  as  two  of  the 
targets  of  BRI  black  bag  jobs.

Ploy  brings  applause  to  perform 


BYU’s  production  of  “The  Sea  Gull” 
by  Anton  Chekhov  opened  the 
spring-summer  drama  series  on  a 
captivating  and  certainly  very 
interesting,  note. 

The  play  is  a  Chekhov  work  in  the 
best  sense,  and  the  translation  from  the 
Russian  by  Dr.  Thomas  Rogers  of  the 
Honors  Program  loses  none  of  the 
drama  or  humor.  In  fact,  one  of  the  best 
things  about  “The  Sea  Gull”  is  the 
subtle  humor  Chekhov  uses,  which 
probably  becomes  even  funnier  in 
translation. 

The  acting,  which  can  easily  become 
stiff  when  an  actor  has  to  say  something 


like  “My  enchantress!’’  was  very 
credible;  the  characters  created  were 
clear  and  true  personalities,  with  only 
an  occasional  rough  spot  appearing 
where  an  actor  had  a  tendency  to 
overdramatize  or  hurry  his  lines. 

Russell  Card  as  Trigrin  and  Thomas 
Rogers  as  the  doctor  were  best  because 
they  were  consistently  in  character, 
while  Steve  Anderson  as  the  old  man, 
Sorin,  was  funniest,  with  lines  which  did 
not  always  lend  themselves 
automatically  to  humor. 

Nita  McKenzie  as  Nina  was,  on  the 
whole,  appealing  and  convincing, 
although  her  laugh  became  a  little 
annoying  as  time  wore  on.  Colli  Cannon 
as  Polina  and  Mary  Ann  Lowe  as  the 
somber  Masha  were  good  because  they 


accurately  portrayed  Chekhov’s 
characters. 

Allison  Hickman  as  Treplev’s  mother, 
however,  was  melodramatic  to  a  fault, 
using  contrived  mannerisms. 

The  arena  theater  was  ideal  because  it 
lent  itself  to  a  personal  atmosphere  for  a 
play  in  which  Chekhov  focused  on 
intimate  conversations  and  petty  details. 
The  sets  were  effective  in  all  but  the 
first  act,  where  they  didn’t  quite  convey 
the  impression  of  an  outdoor  park  by  a 
lake. 

The  directing  was  generally  good ;  the 
back-and-forth  type  of  dialogue  was  as 
tight  as  if  the  conversations  had  been 
real.  The  loVe  scenes  were  alternately 
tender  or  bordering  on  passionate.

The  Tenant  parking  requirements  for 
room-and-board  housing  units  were  modified 
Monday  by  the  Provo  City  Commission.

The  system  is 
designed  to  teach  more 
students  at  one  time  than 
would  be  possible  with 
conventional  lecture 
methods,  Hindmarsh  said. 

The  Learning  Resource 
Centers  are  designed  to  teach 
through  the  use  of  various 
media,  Hindmarsh  said.  No 
programs  in  the  LRC  will  be 
stopped  after  the  move,  but 
some  new  ones  may  be  added 
if  the  need  arises,  he  said. 

During  spring  and  summer 
terms,  much  of  the  television 
viewing  for  classes  will  be 
offered  in  the  LRC  located  in 
the  Smith  Family  Living 
Center,  Hindmarsh  said. 


Karl  Smith  of  the  Electronic  Media  Department  moves 
Learning  Resource  Center  equipment  from  the  Harold  B. 
Lee  library  to  the  annex. 


The  LRC  located  in  the 
McKay  building,  the  Wells 
ROTC  building  and  the 
Smoot  Administration 
Building  will  remain 
functional,  Sam  Burggraaf, 
head  of  the  Learning 
Resource  Centers,  said.

satisfactory  academic  progress  in  order  to  continue  receiving 
GI  Bill  benefits. 

The  three  conditions  of  satisfactory  progress  include 
maintaining  a  cumulative  GPA  of  2.0,  actively  pursuing  a 
declared  professional  or  vocational  objective  and  completing 
those  required  courses  sequentially  that  are  part  of  an 
approved  educational  program,  according  to  Ina  M.  Robbins, 
veterans’  coordinator. 

Those  persons  receiving  benefits  who  do  not  show 
satisfactory  progress  will  lose  their  benefits,  Mrs.  Robbins 
explained. 

Those  taking  evening  classes  or  home  study  courses  will  be 
certified  for  enrollment  for  a  maximum  of  two  academic 
semesters. 

Students  must  specify  an  academic  objective  no  later  than 
the  end  of  the  second  academic  year,  she  continued. 

For  each  semester  the  student  is  receiving  benefits,  he  is 
responsible  to  report  any  changes  in  training  time  or  any 
changes  of  program  to  the  Military  Affairs  Office.

Five  BYU  instructors  will 
arrive  in  Northern  Mexico 
Wednesday  to  assess  the 
health,  agricultural,  and 
sanitation  needs  of  the 
people.

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Cougars  clean  up--almost-in  Arizona 


Golf  team  clubs  ASU, 
brings  home  WAC  title 


BYU’s  golf  team  out-shot  Arizona  State  by 
20  strokes  in  the  final  18  holes  Friday  to 
overcome  Thursday’s  seven-stroke  deficit, 
BYU  won  its  fifth  straight  conference 
championship. 

The  Cougars  also  captured  medlaist  honors, 
with  Jim  Blair  getting  the  title.  He  fired  a 
three-under-par  69  Friday  over  the 
7,200-yard  course. 

Blair,  who  wasn’t  on  the  Cougar  traveling 
squad  until  midway  through  the  season,  shot 
74-77-69,  for  220,  to  edge  teammate  Mike 
Brannan,  the  tournament  favorite.  Brannan 
bogeyed  the  17th,  but  still  had  a  chance  to 
tie  Blair  until  he  overshot  the  18th  green, 
chipped  long  and  got  another  two-put  bogey 
for  a  final  round  73  and  221  total. 

After  36  holes,  BYU  trailed  Arizona  State 
by  seven  strokes,  but  Blair,  Brannan  and  Mike 
Reid  rallied  the  team  and  the  Cougars 
defeated  the  Sun  Devils  894-907. 

Blair  and  Reid  were  the  only  golfers  to  fire 
sub-par  rounds  on  the  long,  heavily-trapped, 
water-logged  course.  Reid  had  a  7 1  Friday  to 
go  with  previous  rounds  of  77-77. 

John  Fought  had  228;  Pat  McGowan,  230; 
and  Jim  Nelford,  223  for  BYU. 

Following  BYU  and  ASU  were  New  Mexico 
(925),  Arizona  (930),  Utah  (934)  and 
Wyoming  (999). 

Utah’s  Roger  Calvin  and  Arizona’s  Dan 
Pohl  tied  for  third  at  223  behind  Blair  and 
Brannan.  Reid  tied  for  fourth  with  two  ASU 
golfers,  Jeff  Thomsen  and  Bill  Loeffler. 

The  Sun  Devils  were  led  by  Loeffler  at  the 


end  of  the  first  day.  He  turned  in  rounds  of 
73-74  for  individual  honors.  The  Devils 
‘placed  three  golfers  in  the  top  10  finishers 
after  36  holes.  Blair  was  in  fourth  place  at 
that  point. 

The  course  was  extremely  tough.  As  one 
golfer  remarked  on  Thursday,  “If  they  make 
the  pin  placements  any  tougher,  they’ll  have 
them  in  the  water  Friday.” 

BYU  Coach  Karl  Tucker  was  not  too 
concerned  with  the  Cougars’  deficit  at  the 
end  of  36  holes.  “Arizona  State  has  a  very 
young  team  and  may  not  be  able  to 
withstand  the  pressure,  while  we  have  been 
there  before,”  he  said.  “We  aren’t  out  of  the 
tournament  by  any  means.” 

Blair,  who  won  the  WAC  medal  two  years 
ago  in  a  playoff  with  Reid,  was  elated  with 
which  followed  a  long  lapse  in  his 

game. 

“My  game  has  been  there  all  along.  I  just 
had  to  regain  some  confidence,”  he  said. 

Of  the  Cougars’  20-stroke  gain  on  the  final 
tour,  Tucker  said,  “That’s  typical  of  this 
squad.  They  get  tougher  when  the  chips  are 
down.” 

This  is  ■  the  seventh  straight  major 
tournament  win  for  the  Cougars,  who  are 
ranked  No.  2  nationally.  The  NCAA  finals 
will  be  June  9-12  in  Albuquerque.  The 
Cougars  will  face  No.  1-rated  Wake  Forest. 
The  two  clubs  last  met  at  the  Tucker 
Intercollegiate  on  the  same  New  Mexico 
course  last  October  \yhen  they  finished 
one-two,  with  BYU  on  the  short  end.

EMERALDS  IN 
AMERICA 

The  emerald  is  a  beau¬ 
tiful  and  apt  stone  for  the 
month  of  May.  Its  lovely 
cool  green  color  and  in- 
“garden”  (patterns 
'  created  by  inclusions)  re¬ 
mind  one  of  a  fresh  spring 
day. 

In  1882  Dr.  George  F. 
Kunz,  a  noted  American 
mineral  expert,  predicted 
that  Hiddenite,  North 
Carolina,  would  become 
the  finest  source  of  em¬ 
eralds  in  the  United 
States.  In  1970  a  rock- 
hound  named  Wayne  An¬ 
thony  discovered  a  50 
t  emerald  which  was 
cut  to  13.14  carats,  the 
largest  and  finest  cut  em¬ 
erald  found  in  North 
America.  Although  emer- 
discovered  in 
Hiddenite 
early  as  1875,  this  13 
t  stone  holds  the  rec¬ 
ord  to  date. 

Three  other  excellent 
examples  of  domestic  em¬ 
eralds  are  included  in  the 
collection  at  the  Smithson- 
Institution  in  Wash 
ington,  D.C.  They  range 
from  6.5  carats  to  10.6 

Emerald  is  a  very  valu¬ 
able  gem.  However,  those 
of  you  who  9eek  the  gar¬ 
den  gem’s  beauty  but  do 
not  wish  to  pay  a  large 
sum  may  be  satisfied  with 
a  synthetic.  This  is  one 
stone  that  has  been  suc¬ 
cessfully  reproduced  in  re¬ 
cent  years.  Carroll  Chat¬ 
ham  of  San  Francisco 
holds  the  key  -to  one  of 
these  successful  processes. 
Pierre  Gilson,  a  French 
chemist,  is  the  originator 
of  another  fine  synthetic.

While  the  Cougar  track  team  was  finishing  third  in  WAC 
track  competition,  BYU’s  Christer  Lythell  completely 
outclassed  his  opponents  in  the  decathlon  en  route  to  a  WAC 
record  7,542  points.  Teammate  Dave  Powell  was  second  with 
6,930  points. 

Lythell  finished  first  in  eight  of  10  events,  and  received 
second  and  third  places  in  the  other  two  events. 

The  Swede  broke  the  old  WAC  record  of  7,5 1 1  points  set 
by  BYU’s  Raimo  Pihl  in  1973. 

Lythell  had  a  comfortable  lead  at  the  end  of  Friday’s  five 
events,  with  3,954  points  to  the  second-place  3,536.  Powell 
was  in  fourth  at  the  end  of  the  first  day  with  3,526. 

The  victory  continued  BYU’s  dominance  since  1973  in  the 
WAC’s  decathlon  event.  The  Cougars  have  held  the  title  since 
that  year,  with  Pihl  winning  in  1973  and  1975  and  Runal 
Backman  in  1974.  Pihl  was  also  the  1975  NCAA  champion.
